HIS ROCKET 44 FEET LONG 


It Flies Into a Thousand Pieces When 
Set Off, but Parachute Jumper 
Escapes Harm. 


‘ Rodman Law, who has jumped with 
a parachute from Brooklyn Bridge and 
from some of the skyscrapers in this 
city, attempted yesterday to take a ride 
on a giant steel skyrocket. Because of 
the angle at which the contrivance was 
tilted the rumor spread tnat: Law_ in- 
tended to make a leap from Jersey City 
to Elizabeth, N. J., a distance of twelve 
miles. 

A crowd of 150 people gathered ‘to 
see Law off in the morning at the 
foot of Willigms Avenue, Jersey City. 
Here, on a mound of earth, surrounded 
by marsh and rushes, stood his sky- 
rocket, its steel nose pointed at an 
angle of forty-five degrees in the di- 
rection of Elizabeth..- The rocket on 
whi¢h Law intended to break all rec- 
ords for human travel was 44 feet long 
from tip to tip. The powder which 
was to furnish power for the flight 
was incased in a thin.-steel cylinder 
24 feet long and 2 feet thick, ending 
in a conical steel cap. The stick of 
the rocket was of wood «nd 20 feet long. 

The powder was prepared by Law 
himself in a way to obtain slow but 
continuous combustion, so that the ex- 
ploding grains would propel him _ for- 
ward at an even speed for twelve 
miles. -On tdp of the steel case, at 
about the ¢entre, Law built a‘seat for 
himself with a lever in front, which

Up-State.Jury’s Verdict» Is Against 
Prince, Who Murdered Frank Bentley

in a verdict to-night finding. ‘Alphonse 
Prince guilty of ‘murder: in’ the second de- 
gree. 

Prince . is ‘a prominent farmer of the 
Town of North ‘Wethersfield. According 
to his own confession, he shot and killed 
Frank Bentley, a young grdduate of the 
Cornell University College of Agriculture, 
because he was‘driven to desperation by 
‘stories connecting. Bentley , and Mrs. 
Prince,“ Bentley had: been sent. tothe lit- 
tle, commiunity. to’ take charge of a cheese 
factory. . 

‘Bentley disappeared: on Nov. 16.- Three

WASHINGTON, March 13.—President 
Wilson's attitude toward the adminis- 
tration of the Postal Seryice was par- 
tially’ disclosed by Postmaster General 
Burleson to a visiting delegation this aft- 
ernoon. Tho'Pres'dent wants a clean-cut,. 
efficient, businesslike administration, he 
said, and this would be the rule to be 
applied to the qualifications of applica- 
tions for Postmasterships. 

The President, Mr, Burleson explained 
to his visitors, ,had decided not to make 
appointments to any of the big Post Of- 
fices of ihe country during the present 
recess of Congress, because the Senate 
was in session for a special purpose, 
which he did not understand to inelude 
the consideration of Postmasters’, ap- 
pointments.. No important’ Postmaster- 
ships, the Postmaster General said, would 
be filled until after the Sixty-third Con- 
gress met-in extraordinary session, on 
April 7. 

Mr. Burleson said it would be his pol- 
icy and that of the Administration to 
appoint to these Postmasterships the 
best-fitted men.

The will was probated in Suffolk Coun- 
ty, Mass., where she and her: husband 
lived. Her entire estate consisted of 
$16,548, of which. she bequeathed 82,900 
to the Souvenir Francais to maintain her 
grave; 3400 to the Bureau d° Benfaisance 
of Ward 14, Paris, for distribution among 
the poor, and the rest to friends in .Ku- 
rope for their aid. given while she was 
in deep sorrow. The clause in which she 
forgave .her husband said: 

L hereby declare that I forgive my hus- 
band for all the sufferings which he has 
caused me to endure, for he never under- 
stood the nobility of my heart. I forgive 
him, I beg Cod to forgive him also. Adieu; 
my friend, be happy. And if ever thou hast 
deep sorrow come to my tomb and comfort 
thyself wear thy true friend. God knows 
that I haye lived all my life for thee. 

At the end of the document was wril- 
ten: “Should my life become so _intol- 
erable that = am obliged.to commit sul- 
cide, and in which case J shall not have 
the right to a reHgious service, I bes 
my dear friend, Madame Nevada Palmer, 
instead of singing the ‘Mors et Vita’ of 
Gounod at the church, to kindly consent, 
out of friendship for me, to sing with 
her daughter, Mademoiselle Mignon 
Palmer, the ‘Ave Maria’ of Kaure at my 
home. I beg her, in acknowledgment of 
this last service, to kindly accept a leg- 
acy of S$500,”’ 


FOLLOWS CANADIAN ADVICE.

NEED COUNSEL FOR SCHOOLS. 


Lewis Attacks the Department of 
Education’s Attitude of Aloofness. 


Burdette G. Lewis, Examiner to.the 
President of the Board of Ajdermen, 
in the course of a leeture before the 
Women’s Municipal League of the City 
of New York, at 46 East Twenty-ninth 
Street, yesterday afternoon, attacked 

The subject of Mr. Lewis’s lecture 
was “The Achievements of Our Board 
of Estimate.” He contrasted the rela- 
tive merits of municipal government 
pape such a board with government 

commission,.and declared em- 
phatically in favor of the Board of 
ustimate idea. 

“Our Board of Estimate is superior 
to a commission,” he said, “ because it 
provides for local representation and 
yet remains’a small body, and also for 
the reason that its powers are cen- 
tralized in city rather than local of- 
ficials. It is impossible for the local 
se entatives on the board—the vari- 

8 Borough *Presidents—to pass any 
appropriations without looking to the 
welfare of the city as a whole, because 
the control of the board is in the hands 
of city rather than borough officers, 
the Mayor, Controller and President 
of the Board of Aldermen having a 
majority of the votes.” 

Speaking of the school problem in 
this city, the lecturer told of the re- 
port submitted by Prof. Moore to the 
Special Commitee of the Board of 
Estimate. He said that the report con- 
sisted of absolute conclusions, and 
when the board asked for the reasons 
for the various deductions, Prof. Moore 
declined to discuss his report except 
with “trained educators.” 

“This idea is medieval. It smacks 
of . the ecclesiasticism of the Dark 
Ages. All our municipal departments 
are essentially educational in their 
purpose. The Board of Health works 
for the education of the masses in 
gy hygiene—to teach the citizens 

conserve their health. The Depart- 
ment of Charities teaches the conser- 
vation of. economic resources. The 
work of all departments overlap. The 
best results are attained by working 
together. The Department of Educa- 
tion is the only one which stands 
aloof.. Our school problems are not to 
be solved by pedagogues alone. Statis- 
ticians, criminologists, sociologists, 
business and professional men, and the 
hard common sense of-the man on the 
street should be consulted in making 
nearone or changes in curriculum or

There was much speculation yesterday 
as to the status in the public school sys- 
tem of Mrs. Katherine_C. Edgell, teacher 
of physical training in Erasmus Hall High 
School, following the refusal of the Board 
of Education last Wednesday to grant;°¢ 

her request for a year’s leave of gneense 
without pay to bear and rear a child 

Mrs. Hdgell remains a member of the 
teaching staff. If she does not resign 
the board will be compelled to take 
further and more radical action in her 
case. She cannot be dropped from the 
vstem except upon charges of neglect 
oF duty, and after a trial of those charges, 
at which she has the right to be present 
and to be defended by counsel. Until she 
is suspended on charges she will continue 
to be a member of the teaching staff. 

In case Mrs. Edgell’s resignation is not 
forthcoming the next step in her case 
will have to be taken by the Department 
of Education. The practice of that de- 
partment has been, where a teacher has 
remained away from school for a certain 
length of time, to have the District Super- 
intendent prefer charges of neglect jof 
duty and to follow this by her suspension. 
The District Superintendent then reports 
the case to the City Superintendent, who 
notifies the Board of, Education, which 
turns the matter over‘to the appropriate 
committee. 

This committee after a hearing reports 
its decision to the Board of Education, 
which retains or dismisses the teacher. 

Cases similar to Mrs. Edgell’s have oc- 
curred heretofore only in the elementary 
schools. Her case differs from all others 
tn the fact that she frankly stated in her 
request the real reason for asking for the 
leave of absence without pay. Married 
teachers who have heretofore been under 
charges of neglect of duty for absence 
from school by reason of maternity have 
been allowed to resign rather than to 
suffer dismissal. A married teacher thus 
resigning is permitted by the Board of 
Education to re-enter the school system 
under these conditions in Section 67, Sub- 
division 12 of the By-Laws of the Board 
of Education: 

No married woman shall be appointed to 
any-teaching or supervising position in the 

day public schools unless her husband is 
incapacitated front physical or mental dis- 
ease to earn a livelihood, or has continu- 
ously abandoned her for not less than three 
years prior to the date of appointment, pro- 
vided proof satisfactory to the Board of

ticket if it is tendered to him. That be- 
came known yesterday when some of 
those who are interested, in a fusion 
movergent approached the District Attor- 
ney. -He was too busy with his graft 
investigations, he told them, to discuss 
the situation at length, and éxpressed the 
belief that it was a little too early, any- 
way, to pick candidates. But when he 
Was pressed to clear the situation caused 
by the many reports which have been cir- 
culated as to his attitude he made his 
position known. 

Mr. Whitman has taken the position of 
a receptive candidate, and will not en- 
deavor to force himself upon the fusion- 
ists. He told his questioners that he was 
wiiling to accept the nomination from any 
responsible body of citizens organized to 
work for the cause of good ‘government 
in the city. He let it be known, also, that 
if the nomination for District Attorney or 
Supreme Court Justice was offered to him 
instead he would ‘accept either. He is not 
seeking any office, and if none of the 
nominations comes to him he will retire 
to private life without regret. 

No reference to any: particular fusion 
movement was*made by Mr. Whitman, 
nor did he express any opinion on the 
efforts that representatives of the Repub- 
lican, Progressive and° Democratic parties 
are making to consolidate the opposition 
to Tammany. 

With the District Attorney out in the 
open the citizens’ meeting called for next 
Wednesday is being awaited with great 
interest in political circles. Some of those 
who have been booming Borough Presi- 
dent George McAneny for the head of the 
proposed fusion ticket expressed the opin- 
fon that he would ‘be named in the end, 
Whitman had 
taken and-the_ recognized sentiment in 
many quarters for the nomination of the 
District Attorney for Mayor. Not a few 
expressed the opinion: that Mr. Whitman 
would prefer renomination as District At- 
torney or a nomination for the Supreme 
Court, but Mr. Whitman ‘did not say so. 

There was more talk to the effect that 
Mayor Gaynor would head an independent 
ticket and make a three-cornered fight of 
it if Mr. Whitman were nominated by the 
fusionists. Ii was known that a com- 
mittee was being formed to call upon the 
Mayor ta be a candidate, but there wasn’t 
a word from the Mayor on that topic yes- 
terday. The situation was one, it was 
said, which would require a lot of hard 
thinking before the fusion ticket was de- 
cided upon. It was reported yesterday 
that the Progressive party might indorse 
Mr. Whitman at once, now that the views 
of the District Attorney are known. + 

Before he left for Philadelphia yester- 
day morning Col. Roosevelt characterized 
as “a pipe dream” a published report that 
he was definitely committed to Mr. Whit- 
man. A story that the Colonel was plan- 
ning to be the gubernatorial candidate in 
1914 he branded as ridiculous. 

Abe Gruber, who dropped in to see Mr. 
Whitman yesterday afternoon, said that 
he thought the District Attorney was the 
logical nominee on a fusion ticket.

The militant suffragette muddle in 
England has reached a point which 
should inspire writers of fiction like

the evidence is not clear. 

But the London police yesterday re- 
ported the discovery of a veritable suf- 
fragettes’ den in a decent Kensington 
neighborhood, resembling the thieves’ 
dens which we encounter so frequently 
in fiction. Ostensibly an _ artists’ 
studio, this place is said to contain 
an assortment of implements for cut- 
ting telegraph wires, bottles full - of 
eorrosive fluid, false identification 
plates for.automobiles, suggesting pro- 
jected crimes that might, indeed, 
“stagger humanity,” and tools for 
breaking windows. Windows are easi- 
ly broken without special tools, and 
the other articles might appertain to a 
popular illustrator’s’ “props,” to be 
used in composing pictures. We feel 
no surer of the suffragettes’ den than 
we do of the charges of arson. 

What the hysterical women have 
done that can ee clearly proved 
against them is all ‘pad enough, and 
should be effectively punished, not in 
wrath, but humanely, for the protec- 
tion of society. Their proclamation of 
their willingness to accept responsibili- 
ty for all the destructive acts they are 
charged with seems to us a part of the 
game they are playing. . The newly 
aroused wrath of the public, however, 
indicates that their hysteria is catch- 
ing. The tales that indicate the exist- 
ence of a powerful secret organization 
are rather dubious and would not be 
believed if the community had not lost 
its head. The Government has paltered 
in this matter and permitted the mit- 
itant suffragettes to have their own 
Way so long that a very simple .prob- 
lem, which might have been solved 


long ago, has become hopelessly con- 


fused. A militant suffragette legend 
has taken the place in the popular 
mind of the easily verified facts.

THE STOCK EXCHANGE BILLS. 
The bill doubling the tax on sales of 
securities died a-borning. It died be- 
cause it was not possible to pass it 
over the objections to it, and the lin- 
ing up against it of the influential 
business sentiment of the community. 
Nine bills of the series were reported 
yesterday. Some of them may be 
heard from again; and may do more 
good than harm if enacted. But others 
of them will meét the same fate as the 
tax bill would have met if it had been 
allowed to go forward to execution. 
Certainly this should be the fate of 
the bill requiring the Stock Exchange 
to incorporate. The bills threatening 
the brokers with prison for many mis- 
deeds are not so alarming as they ap- 
pear, for they are liable to imprison- 
ment for ‘the same offenses in most 
cases now, and juries are not so fierce 
with specific offenders as legislators 
are with all offenders in gerieral and 
none in particular.

Of course one should 
exercise and take hot drinks till that chilly 
feeling disappears, but that does not drive 
away thé nasal congestion which so often 
introducés @ severe cold. 5 

Dr. Eris admits that this “sounds 
silly,” but frequent demonstrations during 
three yéars of practical use that the 
hyperaemia thus produced meets the 
pragmatic test—that it works—has em- 
boldened him to offer it for trial.

NEW LABOR DEPARTMENT. 


Will It Show a Disposition to Dis- 
( tribute Alien Immigrants? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The articles in your issue of to-day en- 
titlea “A Task For Secretary Redfield” 
and “Secretary Wilson” are replete with 
interest. The Bureau of Immigration, 
with its Division of Information, having 
been transferred to the Department ‘of 
Labor, of which Mr. Wilson is the head> 
Secretary. Redfield, unfortunately, will 
have nothing to do with a problem which 
for years has confronted us, and which 
has never been seriously considered by 
many in official life, who, nevertheless, 
have proféssed anxiety to aid in its 
solution, 

By thé creation of the Department of 
Labor and the appointment at its head 
of practically a nominee of Mr. Gompers, 
it seems reasonable to presume that the 
interests of labor will not wholly be lost 
sight of in the administrdtion of the new 
department. 

Your reference to the words of the 
Commissioner General of Immigration 
touching the work of the Division of In- 
formation are encouraging, taken serious- 
ly, but to those who really know that the 
attitude assumed toward this division has 
been one of less than indifference, nay, 
it might be said, of practically a “muz- 
zling” of its efforts to carry out the in- 
tention of its founders, there is still much 
reason for solicitude, 

Secretary Nagel in his admirable letter 
of Feb, 12 last to President Taft, in 
speaking of this very opposition, made use 
of the following language: 

So far as the industrial conditions are-con- 
cerned, I think the question has been super- 
ficially considered. We ‘need labor in. this 
country, ani the natives are unwilling to do 
the work which the aliens come over to do. 

It is pérféctly true that in a few cities and 
localities there are congested conditions. It 
is equally true that in very much larger 
areas we are practically without help. In 
my judgment, no sufficiently earnest and in- 
telligent effort has been made to bring our 
wants «nd our supply together. 

And so far the samé forces that give the 
chief suppert to ‘this provision of the new 
bill {reference is here made to the illiteracy 
test by the Secretary] have stubbornly re- 
sisted any effort looking to an intelligent 
distribution of new immigration to meet the 
needs of our vast country. 

In my judgment, no such drastic measure 
based upon a ground which is untrue and 
urged for a reason which we are unwilling 
to assert should be adopted until we have at 
least exhausted the possibilities of a ra- 
“tional distribution of these new forces. 

Far too little attention has been given 
to the masterful presentation of the im- 
migration problem by Secretary Nagel in 
the letter referred to above. Here is a 
great field in which President Wilson 
can give full scope to that master mind 
which seems to govern his conduct in 
matters generally.

Let me state with all possible 6m-

I utilize 
the actors because, after all, the re- 
sult depends, not on abstract principle 
alone, but upon the persons whom the 
adoption of a principle puts in actual 
command of a situation. The McKee 
bills deliberately propose to displace 
the present Superintendent and his 
Successors as the originators and con- 
structors of school curricula. They aim 
to transfer power to amateur draughts- 
men who, by the chance appointment 
of the Mayor, happen to find them- 
selves on thé Board of Education, or to 
develop constructive ambition of this 
kini after their appointment. 
The gentleman who at this moment 
craves to be the maker of the New~York 
curriculum, and is already practicing his 
hand ‘at the task, is Dr. Ira S. Wile. 
We may fairly ask What there is in Dr. 
Wile’s previous career and performances 
that creates a présumption in favor of 
his competency in this direction. Dr. 
Wile was born in 1877; he is -nerefore 
still a young man... After graduation 
from the University of Rochester he re- 
ceived, in 1902, the degree in medicine 
from the University of Pennsylvania. 
Eleven years have passed since the Iat- 
ter date. During this period Dr. Wile 
has practiced medicine in New York 
City and has laudably interested himself 
in many other matters—for example, the 
milk question, school lunches, sex hy- 
giene, parents’ meetings, and so forth. 
He has been beneficently active in con- 
nection with the Nurses’ Settlement in 
Henry Street, the Ethical Culturé So- 
ciety, and. the Manhattanville Day Nur- 
sery. I assume that he has simultane- 
ously kept up his medical reading and 
has attended medical gatherings, tasks 
which requiré such time and energy as 
thé diligent practice of edicine may 
not itself consume. Where, however, 
has education come in during these 
eleven years? At the conclusion of Dr. 
Wile’s address in Albany ‘a few ques- 
tions quickly elicited the educational 
basis upon which his present ambition 
reposes. I quote from memory, but, I 
think, correctly: 

Question—How long haye you been inter- 
ested in the question of school curricula? 
Dr. Wile’s answer—Two years. [During 
this brief period Dr, Wile’s other activities 
did not lapse.] 

Q.—Have you ever been a teacher? 
Yes. , 

Q.—Of what? A.—Hygiéene. . 

Q.—To whom? A.—Parents; ten thousand 
of them. 

Q.—Where? A.-—At evening meetings. 

Q.—Have you ever written on education? 
A.—Yes.- 

Q.—What? A.—Two articles. on teaching 
hygiene. 

Q.—Where were they published? A.—In 
New York medical journals, 

Q.—Have you ever published anything in 
educational journals? A.—No. 

The above account speaks for itself. 
We all know the type. I have not the 
least desire to be unkind to Dr. Wile, 
who is an active-minded, well-intentioned, 
doubtless capable young man. But it is 
obvious that he has little conception of 
his own limitations and little distrust of 
his own powers. What is one to think 
or say when & young physician, who, de- 
spite his own claims to a teaching ex- 
perience, has really never taught school, 
who has never seriously studied or ob- 
served education in operation in this 
country or abroad, who has not actively 
participated in educational developments, 
whose educational contacts must have 
been casual évents in the course of an ex- 
acting profession and otherwise busy life, 
whose views have never been submitted, 
to the test of print or criticism—what i 
one to say when this young man jauntily 
asks the people of New York to let him 
make the school curriculum for the 700,- 
000 school children of the city? It is 
true that Dr. Wile proposes, on the sur- 
face of the thing, to tie his own hands. 
He is willing that a by-law should be 
passed binding him and his associates to 
consult teachers, Principals, and Superin- 
tendents and to give hearings to the pub- 
lic at their pleasure. But how can such 
conferences avail to remedy defects of the 
kind which the above account displays?

Warehouse and i Storage Com pany, Direc- 
tor of the E. Bliss Company, rrustee 
of the Kings Geunty Electric Light ana 
Power Compa and President of the 
Commercial Bank that went out of busi- 
ness several years ago.

Harriet Tubman Davis, an ex-slave, 
known as the ‘‘ Moses of her people,’’ 
who before the civil war took 300 slaves 
to Canada through her ‘‘ underground rall- 
road,”’ died on Monday night at the home 
she founded for aged and indigent negroes 
at Auburn, N. Y. She was said to be 
years old, and her death was caused by 
pneumonia.

for her capture ¢ sing the fifties, at the 
time when she vag taking slaves out of 
the United Stats. She had served as 
scout, nurse, and epy in the Gait on Army.

Whereas, The present challenge of the Royal 
Ulster Yacht Club does impose such other lim- 
itation or restriction, and thereby deprives the 
defending club of its right under the deed of 
gift to determine for itself the size and power 
of the yacht which it may select to defeni the 


cup; ; 

Resolved, That this club reaffirms its position 
as set forth in the resolutions of 1907, and that 
the retary, under the direction of a commit- 
tee to be appointed by the Commodore, of which 
he shall be a member, be instructed to decline, 
on behalf of this club, the challenge of the 
Royal Ulster Yacht Club, with an explanation 
of the reasons of this.club for its action. 

A committee consisting of Commodore Dallas 
B. Pratt and Messrs. Lewis Cass Ledyard, E: 
D. Morgan, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Henry Wal- 
ters, C. Ledyard Blair, and. Rear Commodore 
J. P. Morgan, Jr., having been appointed in 
pursuance of these resolutions, I am now in- 
structed to express to you the regret with which 
the New York Yacht Club finds itself compelled 
to decline this challenge. 

It would have accepted with pleasure an un- 
conditional challenge for the cup, similar to 
those which it has received in the past from 
the Royal Ulster Yacht Club and which have 
resulted in the three series of matches for the 
cup between our-respective clubs. 

Our appreciation of the cordial and'harmoni- 
ous relations which have’ characterizeq these 
contests naturally adds to ‘the reluctance with 
which we decline your challenge. 
The question whether the New York Yacht 
Club should accept a challenge for the Amer- 
ica’s Cup which imposes upon the yacht select- 
ed to defend the cup limitations or restrictions 
in respect to size, power, or type, other than 
such as are implied in the limits of dimensions 
expressed in the deed of gift,-is no longer an 
open one, and we had supposed that Sir Thomas 
J. Lipton fully understood that such a chal- 
lenge could not be accepted by it. 
The present challenge does not differ in prin- 
ciple from that which he caused to be forward- 
ed to us by the Royal Irish Yacht Club in 1907, 
which, in substance, called for a race between 
two vessels neither of which should exceed, 
under the then existing rules of measurement 
of the New York Yacht Club, Class J, the 
limit of which was. sixty-eight feet rating 
length, which would have called for a vessel of 
approximately the same water-line length as 
that mentioned in the present challenge. 
As this imposed limitations and restrictions 
upon the size, power, and type of the defending 
vessel, other than those provided for in the 
deed of gift, the challenge was declined by the 
New. York Yacht Club and its reasons for the 
action were set forth in certain resolutions 
which were transmitted to the Royal Irish 
Yacht Club.

Bombardier Wells Tackles Gunboat 
Smith To-night. 


Bombardier: Billy Wells, England’s 
heavyweight champion, and Gunboat 
Smith of California, one of the three 
best heavyweights in the United States, 
will battle to-night over the ten-round 
route at Madison Square Garden for 
the privilege of demanding a match 
with Luther McCarty, the new white 
heavyweight champion. : 
‘Wells is the cleverest big man in the 
ring to-day and is also the hardest 
hitter. Neither will be disputed by 
any one who saw him raise the gigantic 


form of Al Palzer several inches off 
the floor in the memorable first round 
of their encounter at.Madison Square 
Garden last Summer, or by those who 
saw him go through eight rounds: in 
his victory over Tom Kennedy. In action 
Wells has all the speed of a feather- 
weight. But he has yet to prove that 
he possesses the proper stamina for a 
champion. Against Palzer he fought 
himself out within three rounds and 
against Kennedy he showed at times 
that he was very tired. 

To-night Wells will face a severe 
test. He will have the advantage in 
weight by ten or fifteen pounds and 
Smith will have to carry the work to 
the Briton or be outboxed. In forc- 
ing matters Smith will be in danger of 
colliding with the Briton’s powerful 
right hand punch. But Smith is a 
more skillful boxer and a better mixer 
than either Luther McCarty or Jess 
Willard were in their bouts in this city. 
He also’ carries a punch that means 
trouble for any one who collides with 
it, and Wells will also have to be 
cautious, 

Manager Gibson has arranged an- 
other heavyweight” contest of ten 
rounds for the semi-final. It will bring 
together George Rodel, the South 
African, and Tim Logan of the United 
States Navy. Billy Joh will referee the 
bouts. 


BOUTS AT SPORTING CLUB.

~ Quebec Team in Brilliant

‘The Wanderers Hockey Club of Mon- 
treal played at the top of its game at St.

Ban Johnson Wants Them to Give 
Up Writing for Newspapers. 


CHICAGO, March 13.—President B. B. 
Johnson of the “American League has 
made public the circular letter which he 
addressed to all of the club ownefs_in 
the organization regarding. the practice 
of ball players contributing stories to 
newspapers. It is the purpose of Mr. 
Johnson to have the players give up their 
connection with newspapers. In part the 
letter reads: 

“The growth of baseball in the last few 
years and the growing interest created 
have brought to the sporting departments 
of the newspapers some of the best talent 
in the field. It is to the advantage of 
every interest that this class of reporters 
continue inthis field of labor. 

“This end cannot be attained if their 
work is not remunerative. The players’ 
action in encroaching upon the work of 
these writers is exceedingly harmful and 
a. blight upon,the repororial branch of 
the sport. ¢ , 

“The articles that appear with players’ 
names attached are seldom of their own 
creation and/therefore. an imposition on 
the public: Opposition to this fake jourr- 
alism has already taken concrete form, 
and unless some positive action is taken 
bythe club owners they will be petitioned 
for relief.’’ 

President Johnson said he hoped that 
similar action would be taken in the 
National League.

Blue crew of Oxford University won to- 
day the annual eight-oared inter-’Var- 
sity oat. race from Cambridge on. the; 
Thames by a quarter of a length, wrest- 
ing their victory from the Light Blues al- 
most on the finishing post. Their time 
over the course of 4% miles from Putney 
to Mortlake was 20:53. 

When the Light Blues appeared to have 
the race at their mercy the weight and 
stamina of the Oxford oarsmen told, and 
after a. stern chase to Barnes Bridge, 
about oneaquarter of a mile from the 
finish, the Dark Blues made a wonderful 
spurt, and in the most exciting finish 
witnessed in this race for years wore 
down their rivals a few lengths from 
home, then gradually. passed them, and 
pushed the nose of their shell in front with 
the last few strokes. 

Cambridge, by winning the toss, had qb- 

tained all the advantages of weather and 
station.

Reports of a more active spot demand inspired 
some buying in th. cotton market yesterday,

Loss for Underwriting and in Price 
Concession Would Be $6,0°0,000 
if Agreement Fell Through. 


With scarce an hour to spare the Union 
Pacific’s dissolution plan has been modi- 
fied in such a way that the officials 
feel that it may receive the approval of 
the United States Circuit Court at St. 
Louls to-morrow afternoon in time lo 
Save Union Pacific several million dol- 
lars. Judge Robert S. Lovett and other 
directors left for St. Louis with the plan: 
last night, 

The international syndicate formed by 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co, to underwrite the 
$126,650,000 of: Southern ‘Pacific stock 
of which the Union Pacific has been or- 
dered to rid itself, expires by limitation 
at midnight Saturday. If the plan is not 
approved by the Court by that time the 
Union Pacific will lose $1,500,0U0 piedged 
to the underwriters as a forfeit in the 
event of failure to work out a satisfac- 
tory plan. A more serious consequence 
of the breaking up of the, syndicate at 
this time would be. the difficulty of or- 
ganizing a new group of underwriters to 
take the stock at a price near the figure 
made with the original syndicate. When 
the first plan was agreed to, providing 
for the sale of Southern Pacific shares 
to stockholders at par and to the under- 
writers at 98, the shares were selling in 
the open market at 107. Yesterday they 
sold at Bankers estimated that !t 
would cost the. Union Pacific upward of 
$6,000,0000 to let the existing agreement 
g0 by default, owing to the necessity of 
basing a new offer to stockholdérs on 
a@ price several points lower. 

Both Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific Directors met yesterday to com- 
plete the modifications of the original 
plan, which was killed by the objec- 
tions of the California Railroad Com- 
mission. Until last evening none of 
them would admit that there was any- 
thing more than a very faint possibil- 
ity that a new plan would be decided 
upon, At 5 o’clock a second meeting 
of Southern Pacific Directors came to 
a close, and Julius Kruttschnitt, the 
recently elected Chairman, came out to 
Say that it looked as though the modi- 
fied plan had cleared up the diffi- 
culties of both companies. 

“We have.made the changes neces- 
Sary to satisfy the California board's 
objections, we think,” he said. ‘“ At- 
torney Geu2ral McReynolds has given 
us his qualified approval, and we will 
present the plan as changed to the Cir- 
cuit Court at St. Louis Saturday noon. 
We have telegraphed the changes to 
the various members of the California 
commission." 

Mr. Kruttschnitt declined to go into 
details as to the changes from the 
original agreement, but said that they 
were cnly such as were made necessary 
by the complications arising out of 
the Benicia cut-off provision. It is 
understood that the Southern Pacific 
will not accede to the Gould demand 
that the Western Pacific be allowed to 
use the Benicia short line into San 
Francisc), out that it has offered to 
make traffic arrangements under 
which it will accept all business of- 
fered, whether from the Union Pacific 
or Western Pacific, on the same terms. 

There was some doubt yesterday as to 
the possibility of getting together either 
the members of the Circuit Court or the 
California Railroad Commission in time 
to get action on the modified plan before 
to-morrow night. It appeared last night 
that the Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific officials had received assurances 
that the Court would be able to reassem- 
ble at St. Louis Saturday noon, and as the 
Judges had already studied the original 
plan, which was submitted to them two 
weeks~ ago, it was not expected that 
they would require mucn time to pass on 
the modifications. 

There is considerable doubt as to th 
Railroad Commission’s attitude towar 
the proposed changes, but the Union 
Pacific management is apparently going 
to seek the Court’s approval without 
waiting for the California Commission, in 
the belief that the commission cannot 
refuse its approval of a traffic arrange- 
ment offering the same terms to all 
carriers. 

If the modified dissolution plan goes 
through it will prove disappointing to 
some of the 900 members of the under- 
writing syndicate. When the underwrit- 
ing was arranged the offer of Southern 
Pacific stock at par to the stockholders 
of Union and Southern Pacific was ex- 
pected to appeal to a large proportion of 
the holders, since the market price was 
seven points above the price to. subscri- 
bers. The subsequent decline in Southern 
Pacific not only wiped out this-advantage, 
but made it possible on several. occasions 
to buy the stock in the open markeet for 
less than it was offered to shareholders. 
As a result, it is expected that when the 
subscription offer.expires one week from 
to-day it will be found that most of the 
$126,650,000 of Southern Pacific Stock will 
wo to the underwriters at 98. 


QUIZZES A BOND BROKER. 


Surrogate Does His Own Questioning 
in d’Arschot Will Contest. 


Surrogate John P. Cohalan took part 
yesterday in the examination of witnesses 
in the contest to break the will of Count- 
ess Gaston d’Arschot. For almost an hour 


he addressed questions ‘to George W. 
Meacham, a bond salesman, of 261 Broad- 
way, in an effort to discover the exact 
nature of Meacham’s dealings with the 
Countess, 

Meacham said he had seen Countess 
a’Arschott frequently during , 190V, 
and 1910. He had sold her many securi- 
ties, he said. He had visited her in her 
New York homé, iad often dined with 
her, and had met her in Paris in 1909. 
On several occasions he accompanied the 
Countess to the Union Trust Company, 
where they went to her safe deposit box 
and looked over the papers there. There 
was a number of securities and they had 
made a list of them. Some of them 
Meacham, at her direction, had sold for 
her. Upon one occasion she had shown 
him a browh’ envelope which,-she said, 
was her will, which had been drawn by 
Lord, Day & Lord. 

Surrogate Cohalan then questioned the 

witness about his dealings with Countess 
d’Arschott. The witness said that he had 
sold s*curities to her, most of them un- 
listed, and went on to enumerate all the 
stocks she had bought from him.. His 
commissions varied from 2% to 10 per 
cent., he said: He asserted that when 
the Countess died all the. securities he 
sold her were paying dividends. 
The witness admitted that he had bor- 
rowed $15,000 from the Countess. He said 
that he had given her stocks as security 
for the loan.. He returnsd the borrowed 
money, he ‘said.
